The curtain of the centennial celebration of the national birthday is 
rolled slowly down, and will not be lifted again until a new generation and 
a later people, a hundred years from now, witness its rising. What lesson 
can we learn from the pageant passing into memory, and what prophecy 
of the future ? 

In three years, the fourth commemorative century of the discovery of 
the new world will be held. 

This time four hundred years ago Columbus, scoffed at as a dreamy 
adventurer, was being rebuffed by the free commercial cities of Italy, sneered 
at by European kingships, and persistently at last enlisted the interest of 
Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain. Spain, flushed by the conquest of the 
Moors and the religious suppression of an Arabic civilization, in many 
respects better than its own, believed itself the selected people to spread 
the Catholic form of Christianity, and stimulated by the desire of national 
agerandizement and devotion, listened and was willingly won. Hin- 
doostan was to be reached by sailing west. The swarthy, idolatrous, and 
opulent subjects of the great mogul, it was expected, would fill the Cas- 
tilian coffers with gold, and receive in exchange the salvation of Rome.

Four generations after this time another vessel, with a vastly different 
freightage and ambitions, slipped without pomp, but with tearful farewells, 
out of the English channel, and long after, under the chill of a December 
sky, landed the seed of the greatest of coming nations on the New En- 
gland coast. Between Columbus and the puritan the time-space was only 
one-sixth of the duration of Roman power, yet in that brief historic period 
there had begun the momentum of the Anglo-Saxon race. The lever of 
the printing-press had lifted the impenetrable curtain of knowledge, and 
all the ages had stepped to the front of the stage. Luther had issued his 
proclamation of religious emancipation, and Bacon and Shakespeare had 
added the strongest and most affluent tongue and thought to the treasuries 
of the world.

3 Those who thoughtfully 
watched the recent ceremo- 
nial of military and material 
pomp, this representation of 
the nation grown from three 
to sixty-five millions of peo- 
ple, looked back not only to 
its beginning, but also across 
the bloody waste of civic strife 
: that threatened its division, 
now saw it welded of mutual respect, a growing interest and love which 
more than promises to be its bond. 

New York-.was no longer Manhattan island, but possessed of all— it 
was the metropolis of the nation. Virginia and Vermont, Georgia and 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania and the Carolinas, joined hearts as well as 
hands. The rhythm of the representative footfall kept time to the music 
of an unbroken republic. The broad avenues, bordered with affluence, 
were not the avenues of the millionaire, but of the people. In the great 
throng Portland on the Pacific shook hands with Portland in Maine. San 
Francisco saluted Baltimore, and the prairies came to the sea. Fifty years 
ago this concourse would not have been possible; twenty-five years ago 
hardly even probable. Progress and peace have built, however, such easy 
road-ways that the locomotive is but a shuttle, weaving into one web the 
interlacing of acommon country; a warp and woof of steam and telegraph, 
with an embroidering of cities from sea to sea.
